in 1916, a writer for a new 
york paper trained a cockroach 
to write his column, “the 
sundial.” until around 1934, don 
marquis used the cockroach, 
dubbed archy, to relate various 
tales. 

it seemed the figmented bug 
had a system of jumping and 
running through the keys of a 
typewriter to bang out 
uncapitalized, unpunctuated 
stories, mostly about a shinbone 
alley she-cat named mehitabel. 
not only did the cockroach 
allow author marquis freedom in 
his grammar, but the column’s 
character acted as a sounding 
board for the writer. 

after the columns we 
gathered into a book in the early 
60’s, it seemed rather natural 
that a play be developed from 
two such distinctive characters. 
the original mehitabel was 
portrayed by carol channing (of 
“hello dolly’’ fame) and archy 
was eddie bra-kin.

The executive director for the 
People’s Lobby, who feels 
society is built on bullshit and 
bubble gum, expiained why 
morality has gone down the 
capitalist profit-making tubes of 
this state. 

A small but attentive crowd 
listened to logical ways to end 
the pollution conspiracy by 
restoring government to the 
citizens, Wednesday, in the 
Music Recital Hall. Koupal 
stated, “We're the government, 
they're the hired hands — not 
they're the government, we're 
the constituents.” 

The People’s Lobby, formed in 
1969 as a 
citizen-action organization, 1s 
best known for Proposition 9, 
the Environmental Initiative for 
the June 1972 California ballot. 
The People’s Lobby of 20,000 
members, was able to get the 
half-million signatures needed 
while only spending $9,000 
The group also has an 
impressive string of legal 
victories including one in the 
U.S. Supreme Court and five in 
the State Supreme Court. 

It already states in our 
constitution we are guaranteed 


grass-roots 
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the right to petition. However, 
the lower courts did not feel this 
way about the petitioning that 
had been going on in the Innland 
Shopping Center in San 
Bernadino. So 11 months later 
the Supreme Court ruled 
‘favoring the people.” The 
landmark decision cost only 
$42 

Because the People’s Lobby 
believes in recycling, they 
recycled the same $42 in the 
Standard Oil case exposing the 
fraudulent “F-310" advertising. 
They filed a $20 million class 
action suit and wanted it 
returned to the people. The end 
result -- the federal government 
also agreed “F-310” is a four 
letter word. 

When 1 8-year-olds received the 
right to vote they were required 
to register at their parent’s 
address — not where students 
“actually” lived. This no longer 
holds true. With $50 and three 
weeks time of the People’s 
Lobby, students are now able to 
register at college campuses. 

Koupal, who is originally from 
Roseville, said the proudest case 
is when they took the Los 
Angeles and Bay Area Pollution 
Control to court. By using the 
first amendment as grounds they 
insisted to hear the truth about 
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pollution. No longer did the 
People’s Lobby want to hear 
‘‘half truths, things out of 
context, and lies” and having the 
people being referred to as the 
“uninformed electorates.” This 
case is now on the state level and 
has the only brief which states 
the federal government has the 
right to lie to the people. 

Koupia constantly referred to 
the “after the fact society.” One 
example is the cyclamates fiasco. 
How did it ever get on the 
market in the first place? To add 
salt to the wound, the federal 
government allocated money to 
these companies so they would 
not suffer a loss. Again, no 
money went to the people who 
actually suffered medical bills. 

Cal Tech in San Diego, is 
conducting research for 
pollution. But 65% of the 
funding comes from the 49er 
Club. This club consists of 
companies like Standard Oil, 
Texaco, and Kaiser Aluminum. 
Naturally, we can’t expect them 
to fight smog. This kind of 
research does us no good. 

Present smog devices on cars 
will not solve the problem. They 
work for the first 7,000 miles 
and then are destroyed by the 
lead in the gas. The automobile 
industry is one of the biggest 
offenders. Unbiased research is 
essential. 

One can see the successful 
results of initiative, recall and 
referendum. Koupal wants 
everyone to use the “tools of 
people power’’ that Hiram

This morning | was saddened to 
read an titled, “Sex, 
Homosexuality Are Within 
God's Plan, Says Theologian.” 
My discontent is not, however, 
directed towards the paper, 
which admirably performed its 
function by informing me of the 
views of Dr. Norman Pittenger 
My objection is this: Dr 
Pittenger appeared to speak for

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We Cannot Evaluate Before Defining Objectives 


by WILLIAM DILLON | Associate Professor of Government 


Even if we begin to evaluate 
performance as I have suggested, 
we will still lack a standard of 
measurement which anyone can 
use to derive identical 
conclusions from the same 
information, but unless we can 
define our objectives in terms of 
“how many” without trivializing 
them, we may not be able to 
produce such a tool at all. At 
best, we may give some 
deliberate purpose to our 
instruction, create the possibility 
that patterns of action will 
change, see our jobs as involving 
the management of others’ 
activity and end the arbitration 
of the issues of evaluation by a 
calculus of power (majority rule) 
clothed in statistics. 

Will we be reduced to asking 
trivial questions if we decide to 
evaluate performance? As long 
as our questions arise out of an 
analysis of the action which our 
jobs require and elicit reports of 
the extent to which the reporter 
perceives the results of the

action we take to achieve our 
objectives, neither the questions 
nor the answers will be trivial ur 
irrelevant to improving our 
ability to produce the results we 
go after. 

Will these questions ignore the 
issue of quality? We are 
probably well aware by now that 
one does not improve the 
quality of anything simply by 
discussing definitions of quality 
or allocating praise or blame. 

The issue of quality is therefore 
the issue of whether we are 
consistently setting for ourselves 
and reaching those objectives 
which enable us to carry out 
with increasing proficiency the 
activities which we customarily 
associate with the intellectual 
life of the university. 

If we are living the life of the 
mind with increasing skill and 
strength, I suspect that we will 
no longer be limited to praising 
or blaming the general quality of 
the university when we try to 


discuss how well we are doing.

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How shall we use the 
evaluations we make of our 
efforts to reach our objectives? 
Customarily, organizations have 
used the evalution process here 
suggested to improve the 
performance of their members 
and hence the performance of 
the entire organization. 

I believe such evaluations 
carefully conducted would 
enable us to increase the 
likelihood that the action we 
take will actually lead to the 
achievement of the instructional 
objectives we set. Increasing the 
likelihood of achieving our 
objectives is improving 
performance. 

Since improving performance 
seems to be the most positive 
goal of any evaluation we may 
undertake, we may wish to 
relate our evaluation of 
performance to granting certain 
salary increases in order to 
encourage demonstrated 
improvement. We may also wish 
to assist improvement by 
offering various opportunities to 
acquire the skills which will 
enhance performance. 
Furthermore, we may wish to 
allocate our _ resctrces, in 






addition to salaries, in part to 
strengthen the activities in which 
remarkable improvement has 
taken place, provided, of course, 
that a reasonabie demand for 
those activities also exists. 

In the event that we decide to 
relate evaluations of 
performance to the distribution 
of income, we may wish to 
relate them only to granting 
selected raises so as to encourage 
improvement by giving it, when 
demonstrated, greater rewards. 

Thus we may wish to give 
certain raises exclusively to 
those who demonstrate 
improvement relative to their 
own past performance in their 
ability to reach their 
instructional objectives over a 
one, two, three or four year 
period, while permitting those 
whose performance is consistent 
to advance gradually in level of 
income permitting those whose 
performance is consistent to 
advance gradually in level of 
income on the basis of seniority. 

Nothing in the present laws, 
rules and regulations governing 
the distribution of income in the 
University would forbid us to

A few months ago, President 
Bond suggested that evaluation 
is part of the life of a University ; 
and so it is. But evaluation, as a 
process, must have its own 
integrity in order to be above 
the suspicion that it merely gives 
effect to’ the undemonstrable 
conclusions of some at the 
expense of others. 

if we can develop a process 
with integrity it may assist us to 
cultivate our own strengths 
rather than to condemn in 
others what fails to please us 
personally. 

If an evaluation can give me no 
more information about what I 
am or should be doing than that 
imparted by the little poem 
which a student penned to the 
notorious Dr. Fell, it may 
stimulate joy or sadness, but not 
new courses of action. 

What I must know in order to 
change is what and how to do 
what | want to do to bring me to 
where I want to he. In order to 
employ such knowledge, I must 
have already decided my 
objectives and committed myself

College Union 
Fees May 
Show Results 


Construction could begin as 
early as March 1 on our long 
sought-after College Union 
building to be located east of the 
new library building. The 
contract was awarded to 
Campbell Construction which is 
already on campus, thus making 
it easier (o get the project going. 

In January the trustees met and 
approved the bond sale which 
went to Bank of America, and 
Campbell submitted the low bid. 
On Feb. 28 the first meeting will 


be held to settle final work 
schedules. 
Students have been 


contributing to the union fund 
for nearly six years. The money 
thus far has sat in a trust fund. 
Students will continue to pay 
the present $8 fee per semester 
to help finance further 
construction or whatever else 
the College Union Board decides 
to spend it on.

GOING 
____ FISHING 


Besides being close to home, Folsom Lake is real 
good fishing for Rainbow Trout from 10-15 
inches. Most anglers are catching easy limits using 
red salmon eggs or live minnows. The best action 
is coming from Beales Point, Granite Bay, and the 
dam. The trout are being caught from the bank in 
shallow water and with any luck it should be a 
good weekend to give it a try 

Normally, the American River would be great for 
steelhead fishing, but recently heavy rains have 
caused the river to be high and muddy, a condition 
unfavorable to steelie fishing. There are, however, 
a few five to ten pounders falling to the 
experienced anglers using roe as the best bait, 
followed by glow bugs as their second choice. If 
the weather holds for a few more days the river 
should clear up, drastically improving the fishing 
there 

The “best” steelhead fishing I know of right now 
is in the Feather River, near Thermalito. 
Fishermen there are catching plenty of steelies, 
averaging eight pounds on roe, and some silver 
salmon to 15-pounds on yellow rooster tails and 
russe! lures. Try the action on any riffle between 
the Thermalito Afterbay Outlet and the Highway 

70 bridge. For more information and some good 
tips, ask for Ron Brown at the Feather River Bait 
& Tackle Shop in Thermalito 

The 1973 Ocean Salmon season opened last 
Saturday, and the action should be good off the 
Golden Gate this year. If my source of 
information is correct, it may be worth a drive, 
but call ahead for reservations, especially on 
weekends. If you plan to sample this action, I 
recommend contacting Carl or Caryl Sandner at 
the Berkeley Marina 

The Delta striper and sturgeon fishing is very 
slow right now. A few sturgeon are being caught, 
but the stripers aren't biting at all. However, 
fishermen there are getting good catches of catfish 
near the Antioch Bridge on clams or sardines. 

If you're new to the Sacramento area and you'd 
like to fish, look forward to some good sport later 
this spring when the stripers and shad are in the 
rivers. I'll try to keep you informed on where to 
fish and what to use in each Friday's issue of The 
Hornet.
